Grim, who was p assing th a t way, ami 
he summoned Dr. Wilson Hollinger, 
of A bbottstown, who, upon exam ina­ 
tion, found th a t th e m a n ’s death was 
the result of a stroke of apoplexy.

stantial salary.

Hog cholera has broken out in the 
w estern end of the county with much 
virulence, according to Dr. E. D. H ud­ 
son 
who is conducting a 
vigorous 
cam paign to stam p out the disease 
and ab ate the heavy losses which are 
being suffered by the farm e rs of Lib­ 
erty tow nship and nearby. 
The disease is said to have come 
into 
this 
county 
from 
Frederick 
county, M aryland, a num ber of fa rm ­ 
ers ju s t across the line 
reporting 
their anim als suffering from the dis­ 
ease and m any losses being tallied. 
It is claimed th a t M aryland is not as 
energetic in stam ping out the disease 
as is this state and ss a result Adams 
County farm ers mu«t suffer. David A. 
Guise has lost tw enty five head of 
hogs and Judge W hite a num ber of 
valuable animals. 
A cross the line losses are reported 
by Vincent Eckenrode, W illiam B ak­ 
er, F raley B rothers and on the Welty, 
Stokes and Beam farm s, a t the last 
place tw enty six hogs falling victims. 
To stam p out the infection on this 
side of the line Dr. Hudson placed a 
qu aran tin e on Monday and is now 
vaccinating generally. 
He believes 
th a t if reasonable sim ilar assistance 
were given by M aryland authorities 
the disease could be abated. 
A su g ­ 
gestion to farm ers which may prove 
of value is th a t they kill or sell un­ 
infected hogs as soon as possible and 
thus avoid probable loss later on. 


T hat the tim e has come for advane- J 
ed ideas in the m anagem ent of the i 
public schools 
of today, and p arti- ( 
cularly the ru ra l schools, is the trend 
of the arg u m en ts presented by the 
lecturers now here to address A dam s 
C ounty’s teachers in their annual in ­ 
stitute sessions. 
This m orning Prof. L. IL Dennis, of 
H arrisburg, who is connected with 
the d ep artm en t having in charge the 
teaching 
of 
agriculture spoke 
on 
“The Trend of Modern 
E ducation” 
and pointed out with some em phasis - 
th a t it is th e p art of the public schools 
to prevent the m ovem ent of the rural 
people to the cities and th a t the only 
way to do this is to m ake the life in 
the country both more enjoyable and 
more profitable. 
With the co-operation of the church 
and the various fratern al o rg an iz a ­ 
tions, Prof. Dennis said, the schools 
could do much tow ard m aking life 
more pleasant. 
“The boy or girl of 
the country,” he said, "has just 
as 
much rig h t to the culture and refine­ 
m ent which goes 
with 
fine 
school 
buildings and equipm ent as have the 
scholars in the town arid cities.” 
He then gave a num ber of su g g e s­ 
tions am ong which was one for the 
enlargem ent of the school curriculum , 
giving the pupils of today m ore than 
the old “ three Rg” and a little less of 
the fourth R— the rod. 
The papers, 
m agazines, music, and other things 
should be provided for those whose 
ta ste ! run in these lines and the o th ­ 
ers w’ho will soon acquire the desire 
for these things.

I’.ulgars’ F irst Attack on Forts G uard­ 


ing Constantinople Is Repelled by 


T urks. 


Belgrade, Servia, Nov. lh. — The 
Turkish fortress 01 .Mouastir sun fen­ 
dered to the Servian troop*. 
Kilty 
thousand Turkish soldiers and three 
generals laid down their arms. 
Mouastir had been surrounded by 
Servian troops tor several nays, while 
Greek troops coming from toe south 
hail cut oft the Turkish line 01 re h e a t 
to Golinda. 
On Saturday the Servian troops, ar­ 
ter desperate fighting, succeeded in 
capturing two import, n: heigh s coni 
manding the city. They then advanced 
through the morasses upon the inner 
fortifications, which have surrendered. 
Mona Stir is the headquarters of th 
Sixth Turkish army corps, command 
cd by Fethi Pasha, but many other 
Turkish troops, fleeing from suriound- 
ing towns which had been captured by 
the 
Servians, 
concentrated 
there 
Djavld Pasha, the commander of the 
Seventh 
Turkish army corps, went 
there with many of his soldiers atte: 
the fall of Uskup to the Servians. 
It 
was 
thought t Ii al the Turkish 
troops would be able to withstand a 
lengthy siege in Monastic but ii is 
evident that the army was totally d t 
organized and l a c k e d provisions. Many 
of the soldiers were reservists only re­ 
cently railed to the colors.
